that in many cases you heard fairy 
tales about how these ‘‘New’’ 
organizations will ‘‘raise’’ three 
million NEW DOLLARS for 
continuation of these programs each 
year. This is more money than all the 
United Funds in the County will 
raise to distribute to over 80 
established organizations and pro- 
grams in 1976. 

Sometimes, in our attempt’ to 
solve probiems, we create bigger 
problems, or pass them along to 
someone else. There is a big 
difference in financing a ‘one-time’ 
need, versus financing once a 
continuing need - especially if in 
doing so a new organization has 
been created. 

The real truths about the future 
plans of many of the well-intention- 
ed organizations and programs 
which you have funded can probably 
be summarized as follows: 


. Many will now have staff paid 
with Government funds, whose time 
will be spent researching and 
writing proposals to secure other 
Government funds. (Editor’s Note: 
This is true in Placentia). 

2. Many will apply to the United 
Funds for continued funding - But 
most could never pass the close 
scrutiny that United Funds give to 
requests of programs it funds. And, 
we must recognize the great 
short-fall in money available to the 
United Funds already. 

3. Organization after organiza- 
tion, in response to your constant 
question about future funding, said 
they were researching foundation 
support. Do you realize that most 
foundations do the same thing you 
are doing providing ‘‘seed 
money’’? How many years can these 
programs get new ‘‘seed’’ money? 
Everyone likes to bring the baby into 


the world, but who is going to 
sustain it? (Also, most foundations 
find their-funds more limited now, 
due to reduced investment income). 
4. Unfortunately, programs and 
organizations which have _ not 
previously developed a base of 
support in the community and 
proved their value, tend not to face 
up to that problem until the initial 
funding has disappeared. Without a 
broad base of support of many 
hundreds or thousands of volunteers 
who will actually give money 
themselves, they will not survive the 
second year. 
S. It takes ‘ 
faise money! If 
programs spend all their time 
providing the services, then they 
will not be able to find the new 


‘time and money’’ to 
these ‘‘New”’ 


funds. Yet this is the major 
criticism of donors “You are 
spending all your time raising 


money instead of 
services."’ 

Let me assure you that I am not 
using my time now attempting to 
waste your valuable time without 
giving some thoughts for your 
serious consideration. 

You may have wondered - Why 
don’t more of the ‘‘old-line’’ 
organizations (such as ours) develop 
programs to meet these needs - Why 
do they not respond to these ‘‘New 
Needs'’? Where were their requests 
for funds? The truth of the matter is, 
most of the new needs are not new 
needs at all - they have just been 
‘spotlighted’. 

A common criticism is that the 
old-line organizations have not 
recognized these new needs. The 
real truth is that in many cases we 
have led the way in identifying 
them. If we have been negligent, it is 
that we have not sold the need to the 


providing 


voluntary giving sector of our 
country, nor to you, our governmen- 
tal leaders, nor the fact, that we, if 
properly funded, could meet many 
of these ‘‘new’’ needs. 

We do not believe in starting new 
programs without sound plans and 
reasonable assurance of our ability 
to continue them. We have the 
problem of maintaining substantial 
present programs first. We are in 
business to ‘‘stay’’, and must 
maintain our credibility with the 
thousands of people we already 
serve and who donate their time and 
dollars. We cannot ‘‘grab’’ from the 
‘*Pork Barrell’ of this or any other 
government funding to make a ‘Big 
Splash’’, and then disappear in the 
night.

Placentia Lake To 
Be Park Paradise 


A water oriented paradise with a 
large lake for boating and a smaller 
inactive one to attract the fish and 
fishermen, was unveiled Thursday 
night before member of the Tri-City 
Park Authority, guradians of the 
waters and surroundings of Lake 
Placentia. 

Members of the Tri-City Park 
Authority from Placentia, Brea, 
Fullerton and Orange County saw a 
lengthy color slide presentation 
from architects Courtland Paul/ 
Arthur Beggs and Associates of 
Pasadena-Corona Del Mar which 
brought signs of approval from 
authority members. The meeting 
was held at the Placentia City Hall. 

Included in the panorama of 
features was a greatly expanded 
major lake with a circulating 300 foot 
long stream. A smaller satellite lake 
to be stocked with fish would create 
an island between the two water 
bodies. 

Cost of the project as outlined 
would run in the neighborhood of 
$1,095,000 with a first phase costing 
just over half a million dollars at 
$502,000. 

The major lake edge would be 
serrated to provide as much contact 
by the public as possible, allowing 
users to become more involved in 
the body of water and seemingly 
surrounded by it, Architect 
Courtland Paul explained. 

A ten-foot wide bridge, wharf, 
would project into the larger lake for 
use by fishermen and would even 
provide access for handicapped 
persons confined to wheelchairs. 
Access to the bridge would be 
ramped. The major bridge is one of 
three designed for the park. 


Other features which appeared to 
catch the fancy of the audience 
Thursday night were such details as 
a band stand at one end of the 40 
acres, an amphitheater with a fire 
circle and stage, a special picnic area 
which would accommodate larger 
groups of 150 to 200, and offer 
stoves, tables and barbecues. 

Also a camping area which would 
be open to tent camping but not 
vehicle campers and a commercial 
restaurant was mentioned as a 
possibility. A commercial section 
scheduled will offer boat rentals. 

Other developments would in- 
clude play areas_ with play 
equipment and such necessities as 
roads, rest rooms, lighting and the 
clearing, grubbing, filling, topsoil- 
ing and cleaning of the lake. 

Paul described that the lake would 
be six inches deep at its edge and 
increase in depth to the center. One 
area would provide a shore rock bed 
for fisherman and at the same time 
pebbles for youngsters to skim 
across .the waters...one of the 
desired delights of youngsters and a 
body of water, the architect stated. 

Sections of the 40 acres of park 
would be planted i in grass and others 
would be left in a natural state and 
some in marsh. Paul recommended 
that a stand of the orange groves be 
maintained at the park for the 
enjoyment of present generafions 
and others to come. 

To be cultivated and maintained 
will be the exceptional eucalyptus 
trees that surround the park area. 

Parking areas would be somewhat 
hidden and disguised from the

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Kiwanis Schedules Flu Clinic 


The Kiwanis Club of Placentia 
announced today that their annual 
“*Flu Clinic’’ will be held on October 
19, and November 9, from 1 toS p.m. 
at Placentia Fire Station #2, located 
on Valencia Avenue, just north of 
Yorba Linda Boulevard. 

The vaccine being used this year 
is a purified vaccine and side effects, 
if any, will be very mild, the group 
reports. Due to changes in the flu 
virus and flu vaccine, yearly flu 


immunizations are recommended. 
Those persons who are allergic to 
eggs, chickens or chicken feathers 
should check with their doctor 
before receiving their shot. 

The charge will again be only $2 
per immunization, with a maximum 
charge of $10 for a family. Senior 
citizens 60 or over will be immunized 
free of charge as a public service of 
the Kiwanis Club of Placentia, the 
organization states. 


Sleeping, eating and recreation 
threatened to come back to 
Placentia’s fire stations last week as 
city council members under the 
gavel of Mayor Pro Tem Michael 
Callahan, voted unanimously in 
favor of leasing some of the city’s 
large fire equipment to Orange 
County. 

The equipment, including three 
large pumper trucks will be used by 
Orange County Fire Service in the 
event of a final contract between the 
city and county to provide the city’s 
local fire protection. 


The council offered alternatives of 
selling the equipment outright to the 
county, voted against that move in 
favor of the leasing procedure. In 
progress now are negotiations which 
would provide Placentia with fire 
service from the county for a 21 
month period. 

With the county specifying that a 
larger more accommodative trailer 
would be needed in back of Placentia 
Fire Station I to serve county 
firemen who sleep and eat during 
their 24 hour shift, council members 
have decided to buy the appurten- 


Grievances Drop 
At Fire Pow Wow 


Members of the Firefighters 
Union Local #2147, representing 
Placentia’s Fire Department em- 
ployees, have dropped _ their 
grievance appealing the thirty-day 
suspensions of four fire employees 
charged with ‘‘using city property 
for personal purposes.”’ 

The suspensions, when originally 
imposed, led to a walk out-lock out of 
all fire personnel. Orange County 
Fire Service was brought in to 
protect the city for the several days 
local employees failed to report to 
work. 

A union spokesman in a special 
union-city conference, indicated 
that the four employees had used 
poor judgement in removing certain 
items from the former Placentia City 
Hall, and while they did not 
necessarily agree with the discipline 
imposed, they would drop their 
grievance, Norman Traub, Placentia 
Public Safety Officer reported. 

The suspensions followed ter- 
mination of four other fire 
department employees who were 
charged with petty theft over the 
alleged disappearance of items and 
materials from vacated public 
buildings. The disposition of these 
charges is still to be heard in the 
courts. 

Also grievance procedures over 
the terminations will be turned over 
to an arbitrator along with an 


arbitrated decision on the firing of 
three other fire employees, who 
were allegedly caught sleeping on 
the job. 

The employees on suspension, 
who have already lost five days pay, 
will be further penalized by 
relinquishing vacation pay to make 
up the remainder of the month’s 
suspension, Traub said this week. 

The union also announced that it 
has dropped its grievance regarding 
the method by which the criminal 
investigation into the removal of the 
city property from the buildings, 
was conducted. 

On the city side, a grievance 
against the union for violating their 
contract during the recent strike, 
has been abandoned. These two 
matters were dropped Traub said, 
because they are expected to be 
argued within grievances that are 
still pending. 

The union has also agreed to the 
conditions under which its member- 
ship would become employees of the 
Orange County Fire Service. The 
union stated that they agree with the 
city council’s position of contracting 
fire protection from Orange County, 
now in progress. 

Traub said that the conference 
between union spokesmen and city 
staff members was at the instigation 
of Placentia City Administrator 
Edwin Powell. 


Zavala Declares For 
State Senate Seat

he is declaring his intention of 
running for the post of California 
state senator in the 35th district. 


Zavala is a well known Democrat 
and has been active in the party for 
about 20 years, actively engaging in 
the campaigns of John F. Kennedy 
and Senator Alan Cranston among 
others.

In a further action to eliminate any 
church services from city buildings, 
the Placentia City Council last week 
denied the use of the Scout House in 
Kraemer Park to the Placentia 
Church of the Nazarene.

use permits are issued, confirmed. 
The council recently stopped 
Catholic masses which were being 
held in the Chester Whitten 
Community Center in the La Jolla 
neighborhood. The services have 
since been withdrawn from the area. 
Public church services, however 
have been allowed to continue on the 
public right away at a corner on 
Santa Fe Street. The latter has been

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ance rather than approving the 
county's purchase. In this way, the 
trailer would in five years become 
the property of the city. 

Mayor Pro Tem Callahan said that 
he had been assured by Orange 
County Supervisor Chairman Ralph 
Diedrich that an aerial truck, part of 
the county’s standard equipment, 
will be stationed at Placentia Fire 
Station 2 on Valencia Avenue. The 
station also will house the county's 
Paramedics unit which is currently 
quartered in Yorba Linda. 

In turning down the county's offer 
to buy the 1958, 1964 and 1969 
Crown Pumpers and a 1975 Ford 3/4 
ton Rescue Truck, the council 
rejected a bid of $118,761 for 
equipment the city estimates is 
worth $180,000. 

Other fire equipment the city 
now owns includes 1952 and 1942 
Pumpers, a 1967 Dodge, 1968 
Plymouth Sedan and 1973 Ford 
sedan, complete with equipment, 
radio and numerous items of small 
equipment, extra hose, air packs, et 
cetera, Frank Dunnavant, the city’s 
Director of Finance reported. 


During negotiations for the 
merger of the city’s fire fighting 
services into that of the county, 
council members have pointed out 
that leasing equipment to the county 
for the 21 month period specified in 
the contract, would then allow the 
city of Placentia to reestablish its 
own fire service if it chose to do so 
after that period of time. 


Items in the negotiations so far 
include buying the trailer at a cost of 
$25,000; leasing at no cost to the 
county the three pumpers on which 
the city must pay $22,000 for 
modifications to county standards. 
Also use of the two fire stations for 
the 21 month period with no 
recompense to the city. 


The price tag now placed on 21 
months of county service has been 
set at $1,110,062, below the present 
costs of operating the city owned fire 
department. 


A return to the county would mean 
a return to the 24-hour shift concept 
after two and a half years of trial of a 
regular 8-hour day for the city’s 
firemen, which union members of 
Firefighters Union Local #2147 have 
fought adamantly.

Garage Is A Problem 


Copy to the Editor: 
TO: The Council and 
Placentia, 

I am writing in reference to the 
widening of Placentia Ave. along the 
west side of my home. It has been 
stated that I had requested the city 
to build me a new single car garage 
on the east side of my home. This is 
untrue. The truth is, it was City 
Engineer Ben Minamide and his 
Assistant Robert Beardley who 
proposed the idea to my wife and 
me. It was they who on April 14, 
1975, sent out sketches for the 
proposed garage constuction to two 
different building firms for esti- 
mates. I have copies of these 
estimates, one was for $4,153.14 and 
the other for $3,360.00. These bids 
also reflect the following participat- 
ing costs to my property by the city: 

1. 4’ slump stone wall 

2. Depressed curb and driveway 

apron 

3. Concrete Driveway 

4. Remove block wall (13L.F.), 

footing and revar, and dispose 

5. Excavate and dispose of 

landscaping for driveway slab 

(312S.F.) 

6. Equipment req’d for removals 

and disposal 

These participating costs came to 
$972.00. On May 1, 1975, Mr. 
Minamide wrote me a_ letter 
informing me that the total value of 
the city’s offer to me was $972.00. 
He further stated, ‘‘We feel that this 
would be the justifiable maximum 
participation that staff could 
recommend as a mitigating measure 
to ‘loss of access’ to your existing 
garage.”’ 

On June 4, 1975, I wrote City 
Council a letter explaining my 
situation, stating that I felt it was 
unfair that I would have to pay for 
construction of a garage when it was 
the city who initiated the widening 
and by so doing would create a loss 
of safe acess to my existing two car 
garage. 

At previous meetings with Mr.

Minamide and Mr. Beardsley, I 
mentioned to them that during the 
rainy season a great deal of rain 
water floods the entire parkway that 
the city is planning to remove. When 
hearing this they proposed building 
a 4 foot slump stone wall along the 
west side of my home to protect my 
home from the splashing of rain 
water that would be created by 
passing traffic once the existing 
parkway is removed. 

I was truly disappointed on 
August 19, 1975 when City Council 
voted to award me an automatic 
garage door opener. This will not 
alleviate the future problems that I 
will have once the parkway is 
removed. At this meeting, Council- 
man De Jesus said that I have 
been parking illegally in front of my 
garage. Well that isn’t true. I only 
stop my car long enough for me to 
either open or close my garage 
door. 

At this same meeting my wife and 
I were stunned when we heard 
Councilman Gomez remark that he 
would not go along with the idea of 
building a garage for me. I have 
known Councilman Gomez for many 
years, so days prior to this meeting I 
asked him for advice pertaining to 
the removal of the parkway. He said 
he couldn’t speak for the rest of the 
council but for us not to worry 
because he was on our side. I 
explained how the city wanted us to 
absorb most of the cost of a new 
garage (approx. $2,388.00.). He said 
that if the city did remove the 
parkway that I should insist that the 
city pay for a new garage. He said 
that they had the money and not to 
let them kid us. One thing for sure, 
I’ll never be able to believe a thing 
Councilman Gomez says. 

One lesson I’ve learned is, when 
dealing with city representatives 
one must tape record all 
conversations for proof because one 
can’t rely on their word.

Having spent some of my boyhood and, later on, my college years in small 
towns in which it could be said you never were more than a few blocks from 
ploughed ground, | am aware of how important that ploughed earth is to our 


welfare. Indeed, our very existence. 


Would you believe that it’s possible our three million farmers, as well as 
countless other landowners. soon may discover they can’t plough or 
cultivate their land or even have a garden patch without getting a federal 
permit? And I mean a federal permit every time they plough the same piece 


of land. 


Strange things happen as legislation winds its way through the marble 
halls of government. Sometimes accidental changes in wording make an 
ordinary bill become a monstrous mutation. Sometimes the accidents are 
suspect of being accidental on purpose. 

Take a minor word change from ‘‘shall’’ to ‘‘may’’ and suddenly a 
legislator finds his law to make a government agency perform in a certain 
way has become a permissive measure in which the agency can do or not do 


what the law says. 


Sen. Edmund Muskie authorized the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act. It was passed over President Nixon's veto. I doubt the lawmakers, who, 
like all of us, want clean water in our lakes and rivers, were aware of a slight 
change in wording until a court decision was handed down explaining what 


the bill really calls for. 


Section 404 directs the Corps of Engineers to issue permits for the 
discharge of dredged or filled material in navigable waters. Underline that 
word ‘‘navigable.’’ We all know it defines waters that are sizable enough to 
be used for interstate travel by barge, boat, etc. 

In the legislative process, a bill passed out of the Senate undergoes 
changes when it gets to the House. Then, a conference committee of 
senators and congressmen iron out the differences in the two versions. 

In the case of Muskie’s bill, the word ‘‘navigable’’ was dropped. The 
effect of that deletion is staggering. A federal court has ruled that the law 
now applies to all waters, even the tiniest trickle, and, therefore, the federal 
government has a greatly expanded authority over land use. 

Now there have been increasing attempts in Washington to pass land 
planning bills that would give the federal government control over lana use. 
The Department of Agriculture, in analyzing the law, says ‘‘dredged 
material’’ means any material in excess of a cubic yard. 

Now, ploughing one acre of ground to a depth of only one-half inch moves 
some 50 cubic yards of soil, so therefore, ploughing or cultivating is covered 


by Muskie’s ‘‘clean-water’’ bill. 


The opportunity for mischief is enormous. The ecology lobby and the 
ipowerful Environmvatal Protection Agency are pressing for adoption of 
strict regulations which, even though they deny it is their intention, would 
still mean a farmer would have to get a permit every time he ploughed. 
Environmeatalists have threatened that if they don’t get the strict regulation 


they'll go to court. 


It takes about four months to process a permit. The Corps of Engineers 
has testified to the Senate Public Works Committee that the expansion of 
their duties will require an additional 5,000 federal agents in the field 
investigating farmers and even homeowners for possible violations. The bill 
to the taxpayers is estimated at another $100 million. 

All of this for the dropping of one nine-letter word. Accident? If so, why 
did the conference in resubmitting the bill to both houses continue to speak 
of ‘‘navigable waters’ even though the word ‘‘navigable’’ no longer was in 


the bill? 


Maybe it’s only a coincidence, but those of a liberal bent in Congress have 
been trying since 1970 to enact land-use legislation.

I received your short note stating 
you have a right to your viewpoint.

That 
responsibility is to tell the whole 
truth and to get your facts straight 
before you write it. Never have I 
seen a retraction or correction in 
your column when you_ so 
nonchalantly passed off your 
‘‘viewpoint’’ as fact. 

It all boils down to your bitterness 
with the City Council because they 
wouldn’t let you move your business 
into the new Town Center. And since 
that time you'll say anything to 
discredit them, find fault, nit-pick 
and make sure no words of praise 
pass your typewriter keys. Don’t get 
me wrong, Mr. and Mrs. Scarpa, I’m 
not asking you to stop writing your 
column. In fact I think it’s about time 
someone stepped forward and 
voiced their opinion. You have a lot 
to say and I agree about the apathy 
in our community, the low turn out of 
voters and many other things you 
have to say. I enjoyed reading about 
your bird and your trip in the plane 
with 500,000 parts all built by the 
lowest bidder.

Had you checked your 
facts you would have found that our 
own fire department runs over $2000 
a day. Compare the the yearly cost of 
the Placentia Fire Department vs the 
County. The difference is almost 
$200,000 a year. 

Your ‘‘viewpoint’’, that you 
stated as fact, led the reader to 
believe the County was costing the 
taxpayer more money than our own 
fire department. I repeat, I never 
saw a correction of your ‘viewpoint’ 
in your column. So, how many of 
your readers still believe their fire 
protection was costing them more 
during those few days and will cost 
them more should the City go with 
the County for future fire 
protection? As for the County using 
their own equipment, did you ever 
stop to think that like cars, each fire 
truck may be different?

should fund the private agencies. To 
the contrary, I believe that the 
government should spend its 
tax-generated funds through re- 
sponsible government controlled 
and audited programs, to provide for 
essential welfare, medical, and 
public safety services. That is why 
we have given you taxing authority. 

Historically, our government has 
encouraged the development of 
‘*Private, Non-Profit, Non-Govern- 
mental”’ locally controlled organiza- 
tions, by giving preferred tax 
treatment to the people and 
businesses who donate to these 
causes. 

Like our historic separation of 
Church and State, we must maintain 
a separation of Private and 
Governmental ‘‘Human Services’. 
It is time, however, for the 
governmental and private agencies 
to recognize the important role each 
plays, and work together to solve our 
serious problems. Neither can do it 
alone. The voluntary dollar cannot 
feed and clothe all the needy when 
so much is taken in taxes for those 
and no amount of 


purposes; 
government ‘‘Largesse’’ in the 
fields of ‘‘Character-Building’’, 


etc., can solve the people problems. 

Governmental agencies and 
private agencies both must recog- 
nize the need each has for the other - 
And become cooperative rather than 
competitive. 

We can only spend a dollar once. 
It’s the same dollar - given 
voluntarily or taken in taxes! I don’t 
even mind the taxes I pay if they are 


well spent, but I pray there will not 
be another three million dollars in 
‘*seed money’’ taken from our taxes 
in 1976 for more ‘‘new programs’’. 
How wonderful if our taxes were just 
reduced by three million! Maybe 
that would leave more for taxpayers 
to give voluntarily! 

Criticism without commitment is 
worthless. I pledge to you my 
personal support to help design a 
program to really serve our citizens. 
And, although I can only speak for

“The price of petroleum 
products will rise,’’ Con- 
gressman Charles Wiggins 
told members of the 
Placentia Rotary Club 
Monday night. ‘‘The higher 
costs of these products will 
encourage conservation and 
it will stimulate production 
and together with the 
money we’re pouring into 
alternate (energy) sources, 
will in due course achieve a 
greater degree of energy. 

“You are not going to 
escape them. The price of 
petroleum products is going 
to rise,’’ he warned. 

Congressman Wiggins, 
guest speaker at the club’s 
usual Monday night dinner 
meeting advised the group, 
“It serves America’s inter- 
est to try to achieve a 
greater independence from 
foreign oil sources. 

“‘We have to stimulate 
our domestic production. 
We should do our utmost to 
rotate and employ domestic 
oil sources; secondly launch 
into almost a crash program 
for developing alternate 
sources for generating 
power without dependency 
on petroleum. 

“And thirdly we should 
do our utmost to conserve. 
If we do all these things, we 
will not achieve perfect 
independence _ obviously, 
but we’ll go a long way 
down the road.”’ 

On conserving _ fuel, 
Wiggins told Rotarians, 
“*Some people believe and 
I’m one of them, that the 
best way to do the job is by 
using the pricing system.... 
The price of gasoline and 
petroleum products is going 
to rise whether government 
does anything about it or 
not.”” 

Another issue 
Congressman Wiggins 
touched on in his talk are 
the problems in the Middle 
East. 

“Our national interest in 
this Middle East situation is 
very clouded...In the Mid-

die East we have major 
powers eyeball to eyeball 
and the risk of world war is 
ever present to a much 
greater degree than it ever 
was in Vietnam. 

“It serves you and me 
and our families and our 
national interest to see that 
the problems are solved 
amicably if it can be done. 
But should we give away the 
store? ....It is a burning 
issue in Israel. 

“Israel would like $2.3 
billion in equipment and 
Egypt would like roughly 
$750 million...The asking 
price is roughly 3% billion 
dollars. Is it worth it? Some 
of the considerations that 
trouble me is that this is an 
interim solution..... 

“Do you think for a 
minute that either Jordan or 
Syria will sell out for 
one penny less when they 
make their deal? Everybody 
is going to get a piece of 
Uncle Sam. 

“I’m also troubled by the 
precedent we are setting 
internationally. We are 
offering our good offices 
around the globe. Wait ’til 
the Greeks and Turks get 
through with us after we 
make a proposal for 
Cypress. They’re liable to 
sell us the island. 

“I’m very troubled by 
this precedent. It may be 
setting a precedent that will 
be costing us billions down 
the road. Is peace in the 
Middle East worth that 
much? It’s pretty touch to 
put a price tag on peace....I 
have not made up my mind 
as to how I’m going to vote 
as your representative on 
this issue.”’ 

On oil companies: ‘‘It will 
cost almost a trillion dollars 
to develop our oil resources. 
I have no problems of 
letting the oil companies 
earn enough money to have 
the resources necessary to 
plow back into the business 
to develop oil resources. I 
only get offended if they 
don’t do that. If they go out 
and buy Montgomery 
Wards. I only get offended 
if they have exorbitant 
dividends.’’ 

On Gun control: ‘‘Some 
people look at the statistical 
information and have come 
to the conclusion that guns 
are being used with ever 
increasing frequency to 
commit crimes that cause 
death and in robberies and 
assaults. A lot of American 
citizens are not going to be 
alive next year because of 
guns. I am of the opinion 
that there is a need to do 
something. 

“I think it is time to 
consider an excise tax on 
the manufacture of hand 
guns, to discourage the 
emotional person from

The following is the reply 
which we sent to Mr. and 
Mrs. Leon Goff Placentia; 
since you published their 
letter in your paper, you 
might wish to publish a 
reply. If you. have any 
questions, please do not 
hesitate to call. 

This is in reply to your 
letter about animal control 
in general, and dog 
licensing in particular. We 
have been trying to answer 
each letter individually, but 
find that we are repeating 
ourselves; therefore, we are 
taking this way of more 
promptly and completely 
answering the questions 
raised. 

1. Increase in fees. The 
new fee schedule was 
approved on May 6, 1975, 
and was effective imme- 
diately; existing licenses 
expired on June 30, 1975, so 
the notices reminded own- 
ers that new licenses which 
became effective July 1, 
1975, would cost more. The 
State (Section 30804.5 of the 


Food and_ Agricultural 
Code) and the County 
(Board of Supervisors’ 


Resolution 75-645) both 
decided to motivate owners 
to neuter their pets by 
providing that the license 
fees for such neutered 
animals should be no more 
than SO per cent of the fees 
charged for unneutered 
animals. If the income from 
licensing was to remain the 
same, then the only way to 
make the adustment was to 
lower the fees for neutered 
animals and raise those for 
others. However, as a 
matter of fact, the cost of 
animal control had been 
steadily increasing, while 
the license fees had not 
been changed since 1967. 
Therefore, a combination of 
these two factors resulted in 
a doubling of the fees for 
unaltered animals but no 
change in the license fees 
for neutered animals. It was 
not a 100 per cent increase 
across the board, as some 
claimed. Fees charged are 
the same as for Huntington 
Beach, Seal Beach, and 
other neighboring cities. 
2. Proof of neutering. 
Section 4-1-15 States, 
‘*‘Neutered means rendered 
incapable of reproduction 
by physical (surgical altera- 
tion or the implantation of a 
device) or other means. To 
be acceptable, the neuter- 
ing must be certified to by a 
licensed veterinarian or 
must be evidenced by some 
other means acceptable to 
the Director.’’ The most 
acceptable evidence is a 
certificate from the veterin- 
arian who performed the 
surgery. The next is a 
certificate from a veterinar- 
ian that, although he did not 
perform the surgery, he has 
examined the animal and 
other evidence and believes 
that it has been done (male 
animals will be examined at 
the Orange County Animal 
Shelter); a fee for this 
service is to be expected. 
The third, and most 
common, is a note from a 
licensed veterinarian say- 
ing that, in his opinion, the 
animal in question is 
incapable of reproduction 
(this may be based on age, 
health, or other factors). 
The last and least accept- 
able is some evidence such 
as a bill for surgery or a 
license from another state 
or county showing the 
animal as neutered. If the 


Therefore, 


owner’s regular veterinar- 
ian is hesitant to prepare 
such a certificate, there are 
others who may. It should 
be emphasized that, al- 
though surgical alteration is 
preferred, other methods or 
factors may be considered 
in determining that the 
animal is incapable of 
reproduction. For those 
who cannot afford standard 
fees, there are several 
low-cost spay and neuter 
clinics in Orange County 
were the fees for female 
dogs range from $20 to $45, 
depending upon size; costs 
for other animals are 
proportionate. 

3.  Confining versus 
neutering. The County fully 
agrees that the least 
expensive protection a- 
gainst unwanted breeding 
is a leash; the next is-a 
fence. However, every 
shelter operated in connec- 
tion with animal control has 
many impounded dogs 
whos owners thought they 
were confined; ‘‘some child 
or meter reader apparently 
left the gate open.’’ 
Therefore, the County can 
give the discount only 
where the control is 
absolute. 

4.Unlicensed dogs. We 
are aware that there are 
many unlicensed dogs in 
Orange County. We attempt 
to impound unlicensed 
strays and the owners are 
required to buy licenses and 
pay late fees upon redemp- 
tion. Some of these, and 
owners of unlicensed dogs 
discovered at residences 
are given court citations. 
We plan soon to have 
license inspectors . going 
from house to house. Many 
complaints are received 
about strays; we respond to 
these as we can, but there 
are never enough officers to 
take care of all calls. 
we have to 
assign priorities; the inci- 
dents of injured animals, 
animals attacking or harass- 
ing children, and livestock 
interfering with traffic take 
priority over stray dogs and 
dead cats, which many 
callers do not understand, 
particularly if a truck 
responding to a_higher- 
priority call passes the 
address of a _ previously 
placed but lower-priority 
complaint. ° 

5. Unlicensed cats. Many. 
citizens complain about the 
need for licensing dogs but 
not cats. This is a matter to 
which the Board of 
Supervisors has given 
serious attention; they have 
made cat licensing optional 
(after vaccination against 
rabies), to provide ready 
identification of ownership 
and to allow the Shelter to 
inform the owner if his cat is 
brought here. (The SO per 
cent fee has been applied to 
neutered cats which are 
registered, as it does to 
dogs.) However, mandatory 
cat licensing would intro- 
duce tremendous problems 
of enforcement; it is almost 
impossible for a stranger, 
as it would be for an animal 
control officer, to pursue 
and catch a cat. Traps have 
been stolen or destroyed by 
people who object to cat 
trapping. This problem is 
being given continuous 
thought, and more strict 
measures may be applied 
later. 

6. Low-cost rabies vac- 
cination clinics. 

a. State law requires that 
such a clinic be held at least 
annually in each area and 
that the cost not exceed $2

(it may be changed at any 
time by the State). Through 
the cooperation of the 
Southern California Veter- 
inary Medical Association, 
many volunteer groups, and 
this office, 33 such clinics 
were held this year. 
Unfortunately, the adoption 
of the new license fees and 
licensing schedule (6, 12, 
18, and 24 months) had yet 
to be determined, the 
existing licenses were about 
to expire, the clinics had to 
be scheduled in time for 
license renewal, and print- 
ing and addressing and 
mailing all took time. As a 
result, some of the clinics 
were completed before the 
license renewal notices 
could be mailed; whether or 
not clinics already complet- 
ed should be listed was 
debated, and it was decided 
that all citizens should know 
when and where all clinics 
were held. Wide publicity 
was given through newspa- 
pers and radio, but some 
citizens ignored these and 
waited for the mailed 
individual notices. 

b. The selling of license 
tags at the clinics was 
debated over and over; with 
the time involved in 
calculating the costs of the 
many variations offered the 
long lines already involved, 
it was decided that this 
would be impractical. In- 
stead, every owner who did 
not already have an 
application was given one, 
together with the fee 
schedule, and advised to 
mail the necessary docu- 
ments and a check. 

7. Delay in. getting 
licenses. Under the pre- 
vious system, all licenses 
expired on June 30; that 
meant that approximately 
80,000 notices were sent out 
at one time and the mail was 
flooded within the next two 
weeks by people applying 
for licenses. Although many 
extra help clerks were 
hired, they could - still 
process only about 5,000 
applications per week, 
because so many dog 
owners failed to send 
proper amounts or vaccina- 
tion or neutering certifi- 
cates; therefore, many dog 
owners found a delay of 
three to eight weeks 
between the mailing of their 


applications and the receipt” 


of the licenses. In addition, 
the Auditor required that 
checks be deposited 
promptly upon the opening 
of the envelopes and not 
held until the correct 
supplementary documents 
could be submitted; there- 
fore, some citizens received

cancelled checks through 
their banks before they 
received their licenses. 
Under the new system, 
licenses may be purchased 
for variable periods (de- 
pending upon the expira- 
tion date of the rabies 
vaccination certificate) and 
will, therefore, expire at 
different dates throughout 
the year. Our computer 
system will send out notices 
each month to those whose 
licenses will be expiring 
during the following month; 
in this way, we expect the 
peak loads of July through 
September to be gradually 
evened out over the year. 
We also hope to replace the 
large number of inexper- 
ienced clerks who work for 
only a few weeks with a 
smaller number of perman- 
ent typist clerks who will 
have specialized experience 
in this area. 

8. Special problems. 
Some cities offer reduced 
rates for senior citizens. 
This was proposed to the Ad 
Hoc Committee,* but it was 
turned down because there 
was a feeling that there 
were other families who 
also had financial problems, 
and it would be hard to draw 
the line at who should not be 
given special consideration. 
Some citizens inquired if 
they could ‘‘work off’’ the 
costs of their licenses; if this 
were authorized, there 
would be no end to similar 
requests about other fees, 
so that would be completely 
impractical. Some individu- 
als complained that they 
were unaware of _ the 
provisions of the law; 
however, the entire ordin- 
ance and resolution was 
printed in the newspaper 
prior to adoption, and 
copies are available through 
the County Clerk and the 


Orange County Animal 
Shelter for a fee. 
9. Need for increased 


revenue. Everyone is surely 
aware of the increased costs 
of goods and services. In 
addition, within the past 
two years, Orange County 
has made the following 
improvements relating to 
animal control: 

a. The number of animal 
control officers has been 
increased approximately 12 
per cent. 

b. The hours of officers 
being on patrol has been 
expanded to the time 6:30 
a.m. to 11 p.m. (In addition, 
there has been and 
continues to be one officer 
covering emergenicies any- 
where in the County from 
the end of the night shift to 
the beginning of the

morning shift.) 

c. The efficiency of the 
officers has been improved 
by the establishment of a 
200-hour training program 
for the new officers and a 
$0-hour annual refresher 
program for experienced 
officers. Senior and Super- 
vising Animal Control 
Officers have all been 
trained in the use of capture 
equipment (tranquilizing 
guns, darts, and chemicals) 
by the five instructors on 
our staff trained by the 
Parker Company of Atlanta, 
Georgia. 

d. The Shelter is now 
open seven days per week, 
and is closed only on legal 
holidays. 

e. Ancient and inade- 
quate dog pens have been 
replaced by ultramodern 
facilities; sleeping quart- 
ers are all radiant-heated 
for comfort during cool 
weather, and a_ greater 
degree of protection is 
provided against diseases 
and parasites. New radiant- 
heated cat pens have been 
provided. 

f. A new office has been 
constructed where the 
receipt, redemption, and 
sale of animals is consoli- 
dated rather than the three 
offices previously perform- 
ing these functions. 

g. The parking lot has 
been expanded to make 
room for the approximately 
12,000 visitors who pass 
through the Shelter each 
month, and landscaping has 
been added around the 
facility wherever possible to 
improve the appearance for 
both visitors and employ- 
ces. 

h. Kennel Attendants 
have been hired, trained, 
and uniformed to replace 
the trustees who formerly 
provided animal care (and 
generated many com- 
plaints). 

i. Cooperation has been 
extended to various govern- 
mental and _ educational 
programs which makes it 
possible for high school 
students to work at the 
Shelter and receive credit in 
school. A new Animal 
Control Explorer Post was 
established which has made 
possible the training of 
teenage volunteers in ani- 
man, control activities; they 
have been very helpful 
during the low-cost rabies 
clinics, have helped in the 
Shelter and office during 
the summer, and would be 
invaluable aids in case of 
fire, flood, or other disaster 
involving large numbers of 


animals. Speakers go to all 
high schools and to other

and clubs, on 
request, to talk about 
responsible animal owner- 
ship. 

j. As mentioned before, 
the number and location of 
low-cost rabies vaccination 
clinics has been increased, 
and the dates spread out 
during more months of the 
year. It has been made 
possible for persons to buy 
licenses for variable periods 
which relate to the validity 
of the rabies vaccination 
certificates and to the 
owners’ needs; it has also 
been made possible for a 
dog license to be trans- 
ferred to a new owner. 
Licensing is now spread 
throughout the year, which 
should reduce the peak 
loads and the delays in 
getting license applications 
processed. Lower fees have 
been offered for owners 
who dogs or cats are 
incapable of reproduction. 

k. A four-wheel-drive, 
balloon-tired vehicle has 
been acquired to facilitate 
better patrol of County 
beaches. 

l. An x-ray machine has 
been acquired and other 
facilities are being im- 
proved to give injured and 
ill pets the best veterinary 
care practical while they are 
impounded. 

m. Key personnel partici- 
pate in T.V., radio, 
newspaper, and _ other 
interviews, give speeches, 
write articles, and in other 
ways attempt to motivate 
and inform animal owners 
of the Orange County about 
responsible animal owner- 
ship.
